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Cost Of Government 


Probably very few people who join In the popular clamour for govern- 
ment expenditure for relief, for public and social services, for subsidies and 
for numerous other concessions, too often with the idea of benefiting them- 
selves beyond actual needs or to gain something for their community real- 
ime the expense they are saddling upon themselves and upon their children. 

If they did, it is probable that many of the demands which are made 
upon the federal, provincial and municipal governments would be consider- 
ably curtailed and some of them would not be made at all, The people 
themselves would be more vigilant in their efforts to prevent relief 
racketeering such as was recently revealed in criminal court proceedings in 
one of the municipalities in Saskatchewan and the public conscience would 
result in curtailment of some of the demands which are constantly being 
made for services, favors and concessions which..the country is unable to 
afford at the present time. 

Governments-are not altogether to blame if they yield to constant and 
enormous pressure which js constantly being brought to bear upon them for 
unnecessary expenditures or for services for which the means are not forth- 
coming without pledging the country, the province or the SAURICEPRN EY to 
indebtedness beyond ability to repay. 

It is the people themselves who (hoiightlennly make demands without 
counting the cost and who regard the governments as a. widow's cruise of 
oil who are culpable, and until they fully realize what the cost of govern- 
ment is to them as individuals, the avalanche of demands for more services 
of one kind and another is not likely to abate.’ 

* * * * 


Unappreciated Costs ‘ 

One of the difficulties of bringing home to the public consciousness the 
burden which the people must carry as a result of these demands for mul- 
tiple government and increasing services is ‘the fact that much of the taxa- 
tion imposed to pay for it is the indirect form, what might appropriately 
be termed hidden taxes. 

The average man or woman who goes into a store to spend a dime or 
a dollar is not conscious, or at.the best only vaguely aware, of the fact that 
a percentage of that dime or that dollar is going towards the cost of gov- 
ernment and government services. A portion of the dime or. the dollar goes 
to the federal government, sometimes another slite of it goes to the provin- 
cial government and in:some cases all three governments take a share of 
that dime or-that dollar. 


Even those who have a dim, conception that when they are. purchasing 


commodities and services they are contributing towards the cost of one or| - 


more governments have not the faintest idea. of what proportion of the 
If they did, it is more 
than probable that the governments would not be subjected to this con- 
tinual bmbardment for more ahd more expenditure. 

- As already intimated it: is difficult for ‘people to appreciate and realize 
the cost of government and government services largely for the reasons 
mentioned, but one authority, Capt. W. C. C: Innes, managing director of 
the Taxpayers’ Association of Canada,.in a recent article in the Labour 
Review declared that “our contributions by indirect taxation are about two- 
thirds of the total taxes co!lected.” 

The ‘same, author states that the public debt is now adcioumintaly 
eight billion dollars of which $900,000,000 has been spent on relief. in various 
forms with prospects that it will reach a total of one billion dollars this 
summer. The annual interest charge on this big debt, he states is $300,- 
000,000 which divided equally among the eleven million people inhabiting 
the country méans an average yearly charge of $28 per person. Very prop- 


erly, of course, the burden is not equally divided, for. those with larger in- 


comes contribute a larger share than those with smaller incomes on ‘the 
basis of one of the fuhdamental principles of taxation, “ability to pay”.

Without An Asset 
Of the many problems facing the country and which have been respon- 
sible for building up a heavy debt, Capt. Innes rightly regards-the unem- 
ployment problem as:the most serious, not only because of the large sums 


which«have been spent on direct relief without any return for the expendi- 


ture in the form of assets, but because of the effect of this system of aid 


' ‘upon ‘the morale of the recipients. ’ 


. Reference has already been made to the baneful effect of direct relief 
as exemplified ‘in recent court actions and there is no question but that 
much of. the cause for complaint against this type of aid would disappear 
if a policy of requiring some return in the form of work for the money 
spent by all the governments concerned in the administration of relief were 
adopted. H 

As Capt. Innes appropriately comments in the concluding paragraph of 
his article: “There is a growing tendency to rely on the governments for 
this, that and the other thing, not realizing that we, the. people, are the

Presumably the President and his 
naval advisers have discovered, more 
evidence than the Italian newspaper 
article of 1937 ‘affords that Japan or 
some other Power is building battle- 
ships larger than 35,000 tons. * 

What the 45,000-ton battleship 
means to national defence the lay- 
man perhaps is not qualified to say, 
though he may be inclined to think 
that it approaches, if it does not 
‘touch, the policy of putting all your 
eggs in one basket. Since the cost 
of naval construction increases dis- 
proportionately to the increase of 
tonnage battleships of 45,000 tons 
may be expected to cost in excess of 
$100,000,000 apiece. 

So far as available information 
goes, the two battleships authorized 
by the President would be the world’s 
biggest, exceeding by almost—3,000 
tons the British battle cruiser Hood 
and by 10,000 tons the battleships 
which the French and British have 
under construction.—New York Sun. 


‘Natural Gas Dynamite _ 


Announced By American 
; Chemical Society 
Natural, gas dynamite, -a new, 
cheap, powerful high explosive, was 
announced by ‘the American Chenii- 
cal Society. ‘ 
The discovery means, it was 
stated, limitless. quantities of high 
explosives can be made from air, 
natural gas and steam alone. 
A new chemical synthesis, 
‘coyered at Purdue University,

plosives, each as destructive as nitro- 
glycerine, the high of all detonating 
explosives.

Professor: Henry B.. Hass, head of 
the chemistry department, Purdue

One of the new destroyers is made 
from methane, common “fire-damp” 
or marsh gas, and abundant in nat- 
ural gas. .The other is from ethane, 
a colorless, odorless gas also found 
in natural gas. 

Each condenses to a solid when 
treated with formaldehyde. Nitro- 
gen is' then added. This makes a 
mixture which can substitute for 
nitroglycerine. 


Germany Buys Cotton 


Takes Entire Crp From Nicaragua 
On Barter Basis . 
Germany has purchased on a bar- 
ter basis the entire cotton crop of 
Nicaragua and also large quantities 
of coffee, cottonseed oil, rubber, 
hides, deerskins and cabinet woods 
of all classes. Large German tramp 
ships are, now. loading at Corinto. 
Nicaragua will receive in return 
barbed wire, nails, Diesel trucks, 
automobiles, hardware and phar- 
maceutical products. Producers 
would prefer to sell for cash; but 
other countries cannot purchase all 
Nicaragua’s exportable products.

Nursery Stock The ladies 

Like seed, it is important to secure| gloves in public, and the fashion 
nursery stock (roses; shrubs, vines, |soon spread to France and Spain.

Feathered Passengers 


Birds Often Rest On Ocean Liners 


When Migrating 

While the Grace Line steamship 
Santa Rosa was in West Indian 
waters a flock of small migrating 
birds, estimated at 2,000 and seem- 
ingly well-nigh exhausted, _ swooped 
down upon the ship and made them- 
selves at home, They showed no 
fear of humans, freely entered cabins 
and lounges and devoured bits of 
food that passengers and crew prof- 


| fered them, They rested contentedly 


throughout the night, but when day- 
light came and the refreshed birds 
sighted Croked Island, 150 miles 
northeast of Cuba, they took off in 


its direction and soon were lost to, 


sight. 

On the Santa Rosa's: arrival at 
New York it was reported that the 
birds were wild canaries. This iden- 
tification, however, was scouted by 
the ornithological experts of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. It is possible that the ship's 
feathered passengers may have been 
warblers, many kinds of which sport 
yellow plumage and migrate to the 
Caribbean region or to Central and 
South America during our North- 
ern winter.

In 
nearly 40 years at sea he had known 
many exhausted birds, 
groups, to save themselves from 
threatened death-at-sea by alighting 
on ships, but never before had he 
witnessed. 'so vast a number of mi- 
grants taking a safety ride together. 

Some years ago it was not uncom~ 
mon for certairi European ships to 
take on, at times,t he character of 
travelling aviaries. One vessel that 
sailed through the Bay of Biscay, 
when ata considerable distance from 
land, became, for example the “rest- 
ing place of a goldfinch and a chaf- 
finch and also of snipers.’ More- 
over, “a white owl flew around the 
ship, and still more surprising,” says 
a writer’ of that day, ‘a hawk ap- 
peared in the midst of large numbers 
of swallows and martins.’. Other 
visitants included a redstart hen, a 
gallinule and a kestral hawk.

England, decided to practice medi-  . 


cine and without any qualification | 
whatever. George. II. summoned 
Ward to treat a pain and the pain 
having disappeared, ‘Spot’ Ward, as 
he was universally called, was made 
physician to the Horse Guards. ° 

William Read, a tailor, without 
any medical qualification, convinced 
Queen Anne that he had cured her 
chronic eye weakness. He attracted 
great. attention, was knighted by the 
Queen and became one of the 
fashionable doctors of-his day. . 

Women too, have played the game. 
“Crazy Sally” Mapp, was one of 
these self-appointed doctors. She 
called herself a specialist in bone- 
setting. By advertising the merits 
of her skill she was able to live in a 
fine mansion at Epsom, England, had 
a coach and four attended by liveried 
servants. : ieee 

One Martin Van Butchell was an 
original advertiser. He rode on his 
rounds on a white pony painted with 
purple blotches, carrying for a 
truncheon, a large ‘white bone. When 
his wife died he skilfully.embalmed 
her and.used her body as a grue- 
some, but doubtless effective adver- 
tisement.
